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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 1, 2, 6 & 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hickle 
(US Patent No. 6,745,764). See the office action of October 20, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 4, 8, 1 1, & 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hickle in view of Foremann et al (US Publication No. 2002/0150819). See the 
office action of October 20, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 5, 9, 10, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, & 20 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on March 8, 2006 regarding claims 1, 2, 6, & 7, have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant asserts, "The device 
disclosed by Hickle is an ear- canal-contacting speaker." However, Examiner contends 
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that Hickle's speaker is "clipped to the lobe of the patient's ear" and does not directly 
contact the ear canal. For this reason, Hickle does disclose a "non-ear-canal-contacting 
speaker" (450, 452), as claimed.
